Later in 
the evening Mrs o-Minrt detected her son in 
the aet of drinking a «lass of beer, and slio 
took it from him and dashed the contents of 
the glass in the harlcnder's fat e, and while 
he "Was wiping his eyes she broke the ^lass 
over liU head, inllictin.; quite a deep £<ish in 
hisforehtad. < In hcarin^ol the cii-cimistauces 
the citi/ens were so incensed that it required 
considerable tfl'oi t on the part o[ cooler- 
headed people to prevent a gcn'TOl uprising 
that would ha<.e demolished the saloons by 
force. A committee \\as appointed to wait 
upon the saloon kecpei s and icquest them at 
once to retire from (hi. business, and they 
^vere ^iven three da: s in which to answer. 
At the end of that time they agreed to .stop 
the sale oi into.xitants. in Fairlnnd and clubo 
up all their business affairs there by Dec. 3. 
The t-itueus have raised a iund and bound 
themselves to urvei ai;ain allow a saloon to 
exist in the town.

The bird measured six feet four 


inches from tip to tip. 


WAR ON ELECTRIC WIRES. 


Citi/ens of flei eland llt-tcrmim-il to Kill 


tin- fit} ol Slrcet Motor Wires. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. :;,";.—The eiti/.eus 


of Cleveland are up m arms against the elec- 
tric, street-ear motor wires in the streets. 
From 7 o'clock Sunday morning until sun- 
down n big force of linemen under Fire De- 
partment Chief Dickinson were at work 
cutting and slashing down all tlie \\ iresabout 
town found to be hanging in close proximity 
to the feed aiid trolley wires. Scores of live 
telegraph and telephone wires have been 
sacrificed in the interest of public safety. 
The people are intensely excited, and another 
accident such as the killing of the horse Fri- 
day ^ ill lead to an open assault upon the 
heavily charged electric n ires. Nearly 100 
\vorlungmen v.'ere employed Sunday, climb- 
ing over root's and to the topof poles.seeking 
for w ires liable to fall in the streets. Great 
crowds eongregati d on 
the 
streets and 


cheered tiie linemen as wire after wire were 
chopped down uml thstroyed. ^--veral acci- 
dents ocenrrtd. Lineman lirown while try- 
ing to dis"iitangle a dead wire swung it 
against the fe -d wire of one ol the street ear 
companies and i ec> ived a -hock thai knocked 
him senseless. Another lineman was knocked 
down, and a number received more or less- 
serious injuries. 


{;iH>ai>er to I5nr:-, Corn Than Coal. 


KANSISCITV, Mo., Nov. M.—A special 


from Hiawatha, Kan., says that tho farmers 
of that vicinity are burning coin for fuel, 
finding it cheaper than coal. Corn is sold on 
the farm nt 
~M cents per bushel, while tho 


average price of coal delivered at the farm 
ranges, from U to '-''! cents per bushel. Tho 
Farmers' alliance hi re brought the attention 
ot the farmers to the relative prices of the 
two commodity's and advised that half the 
corn crop be u-etl as fuel, thus advancing tho 
price of the other half and saving money in 
their fuel bills, The farmers have begun to 
act on this advice.

ROBBED B! BANDITS. 


A Train on a Western Road 


Held Up by Two of Them. 


BETWEEN $45,000 AND $50,0f)0 TAKEN 


The Kngiiirer ami 1'hvniiUl, Covered by 


Revolvers, Made to Obey the Outlaws' 
Orders—The Kxpress Messenger Opens 
His Safe by " Jlrc|iu-st" and It Is 1'lun- 
dc-rcil <if Its Valuable Contents—Motli 
I0sc'ii|)e—Oilier Crimes. 
Os\VE<;o, ICan., Nov. ^>.—A train robbery 


of extraordinary boldness was accomplished 
in the Choctau nation, Indian territory. The 
Mis'.ouij, Kansas and Texas express train, 
north-bound for St. Louis, M as held upon 
1'ryor creek, near I'erry station, and the ex- 
press car robbed of s,50.<K)0. The robbers dis- 
played great coolness, and went about their 
work n} such a familiar manner as to con- 
vince the tiahi men that they v^cre old-time 
professionals.

1 he road agenis were unl\ two in number. 


They hud eoi c -aled tluinselves in n flump of 
bushes iKiir the water tank on i'ryof creek, 
and when the train stopped for voter they 
hoan'el the engine, one on cither side, and 
covered the astounded engineer and fireman 
with their revoli-ers. line of the robbers 
(•limed into the tenter, and from that point of 
vantage v\as master ot the engine. 
The 


other robhir, in the meant hue, had gone back 
to tho express car, and had uncoupled it from 
the icst of the train. Entering the car he/in- 
timidated the express messenger by present- 
ing a brace of revolvers at his head and or- 
dering 
him 
to 
disarm himself. 
The 


messenger obeyed, and tho robber pos- 
sessed himself of the messenger's weapons, 
and then, through the windows, called to his 
confederate in the tender, ".All right; let her 
go.'' The latter repented tho command to the 
engineer, v» ho hud nothing to do but obey. 
He opened the throttle and tho engine and 
enpres^-car sped away from the rest of the 
train. Meanvihile tlie robber in the express- 
car had not 1 eon idle. He compelled tho 
messenger to open the safe by a threat of 
death, and to transfer the Kite's contents to a 
large gunny sack which tho robber had 
brought along to convey the booty in. The 
messcngd-agMin obeyed. He then signaled 
his confederate, and the latter made the en- 
gineer slack up. 
Tin-, done, the robbers dis- 


embarked and made their escape iu the dark- 
ness.

agents and the engineer ran back to the 
creek, picked up his train and pursued his 
trip. The tram was tho regular express, 
illicit always carries a large amount of ex- 
press mattei and the iiilihcr.-i could hardly 
have seledcd a beKcr one for the robbery. 
\Vhenthe train arrived here Express Mes- 
senger Johnson had .just completed foot ing 
up his loss. The total iigures were between 
.* l.'i.niKI and S."i(),(IIKl. This loss must be borne 
by the Paciiie Express company, which oper- 
ates 031 the line ot the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas.

It got an- 
other signature from said deputy and an- 
other do.--e of stamp and a messenger laid it 
on the desk of an auditor who treated it to 
another salting c-l signature and stump.

assistant si cretai-v i t the treasury took a 
fall out of the paper, which was then shot 
through the warrant-room and the treas- 
urer's olliee.

with signatures and stamps in inks of every 
known hue. red, blue, yellow, carmine, brown 
and other blended shades too mimei oils to 
mention. In the course of a fortnight tho 
paper reached the oflice of the chief clerk of:

meeting to order, anil remarked that the 
lirst thing would uo the leport of the spec- 
ial committee appointed at the last meeting. 
After a little discussion as to who was the 
cliaiiman, Aid. Graham volunteered a re 
port. 


lie said that it was his understanding 


that the committee considered tlie plan of 
Aid. Finn impracticable aud unfeasible, be- 
cause the city could not make a lax to ex- 
ceed the two per cent, limitation. The com- 
mittee was ot the opinion that the sewers 
should be built by special tax on tlie prop- 
eity benefitteil, with perhaps :M per cent. 
of tlie whole cost of the improvement to be 
paid from the general fund. 


The mayor asked Mr. Finn if lie h:id 


clearly in his mind the distinction between 
special assessments and special ,axation. 


The alderman replied that He had, and 


suid in the case of a special assessment the 
one assesse could appeal from the decision 
of the commissioners and the comt as to 
what should lie paid, and a benefit must lie 
shown to accrue to the om's assessed. In 
spri'ial taxation 'the council has the sole 
ilirht to say what the tax shall be, regard- 
less of what benefit comes to tlio holder ot 
the piopi-rty. 
It is nut necessary to show 


that anj benefit is recehed at all, but the 
tax must be on property next the improve- 
ment. 


Major Kauan thought special taxation 


had advantages over special assessments. 


Aid. Graham said if the property owners 


were to lightthpse assessments in the courts, 
he would conclude that they didn't want a 
sewer, and the city hail better wait till they 
did want one. 


It occurred to Aid Scanlan that there was 


but oiiO plan to build a system of siweis, 
and that was by special taxation, for the 
reason that if special assessments was 
chosen we would have a great amount ol 
litigation on hands. 
Then1 are people il 


every community who ;no opposed to every- 
thing. 
They could light the special assess- 


ment plan and dcler the improvement for 
some lime. I!y special taxation the council 
can make easiei terms, paying aceitain sun: 
each year for Ihe yeais from the genera 
fund. 


lie said the sewei question had been must 


grossly misrepresented to the people. The> 
had come to him with the statement tha 
their assessments would lie S'JOO to $:j»0. 
The average property is assessed at not over 
$400. Take in the «econd district, the 
average assessment will not be over till 01 
each property, to be paid in live years, 
which is not by any means an onerous tax. 


Aid. Graham asked him if lie would not 


use special assessments. 


Aid. Scanlan replied, "No Sir!" He 


would adopt tho Williams plan, and then 
from the general fund of the city, set aside 
a certain amount each year to aid the sever- 
al districts that needed it. Say S5000 or 
$0000 a year, 
or possibly 
more. 
He 


thought the first district needed a sewer 
worse than the. second district, but they 
didn't want one as much. 


Mr. Moran said as one of the special com- 


mittee that its understanding of its duty- 
was lo find what plan would be most feas- 
ible and least burdensome. To their satis- 
faction they found that general taxation 
could not be used at all. Then it was de- 
cided that the bent plan would bo to have 
an ordinance passed covering tho two dis- 
tricts as a whole. By special taxalion they 
could go but a short distance from the 
sewer. That they thought would be bur- 
densome on the immediate property owners. 
Then they thought it would be well to have 
a commission appointed, estimates made, 
and benefits ascertained, before the assess- 
ments were made, that the city council 
might know just what was to be done be- 
fore any definite action was taken towards 
levying a tax. 
Then the city could see just 


how much it could pny froai the general 
iund. 


Aid. Graham iu reply to a question from 


Aid. Shoemaker, explained again the dis- 
tinction between special taxation and spec- 
ial assessments. The cue must be on con- 
tiguous property, which practically meant 
the frontage. 
The other must show that a 


benefit to the amount of the assessment was 
received, lie was In favor of the Williams 
plan, and thought it should be adopted. He 
thought it could be built by special taxa- 
tion. 


Aid. Finn said at the last meeting lie was 


of the opinion that contiguous did not 
mean immediately joining, but in argument 
with a man from the fourth ward the day 
after, he refeired to the dictionary and 
found that Mr. Webster's opinion was dif- 
ferent from his. own. 
He admitted, there- 


fore, that contiguous meant immediately 
next to. By special taxationTue tax would 
be levied on contiguous property. 
He 


thought tUat that would be unjust, as other 
property would be beuefltted. 
Therefore 


he favored the special assessment £lan, be- 
cause all those who were benefittecl would 
pay for the improvement. A decision In 
another city had shown that tbe city could 
pay for part from tie general tund anil the 
rest by special assessment. The council,he 
thought, however, could not create a debt 
to be paid In five years. 


TUB HKI'ORT. 


lie suggested this resolution: 
That this 


:ouimittce recommend to tho council that a 
system of sewerage be established in the 
ity, the expense to be'paid by general taxa- 
tion to the extent of general benefits and the 
•ity's ability to pay the same out of the pub- 
ic funds, the balance to be paid by special 
assessment of the property benefited, in 
iroportion to the benefits actually derived 
:o the property assessed. 


The mayor asked him why not state Ihat 


J."i percent, should be paid from the general 
fund? 


Aid. FiKii thought il should pay more. 
Aid. Scanlan and the mayor said it could 


not, ami the former said the commissioner.'!' 
report showed the cost would lie SSO.OOO or 
<MO,000 for one and $00,000 for the other. 


'Hang the repoit of the commission:" ex- 


claimed Aid. Finn; "they have reported all 
manner of things." 


He was of the opinion that the city could 


pay holf the expense of tlie improvement. 
The total annual income of the city at the 
full 'i per cent, tax woukl lie S1H5,000; the 
total outgo was S',«,000, leaving about HV 
000 as a surplus to pay lor sewers. 
He 


assumed th.it the city's income would in- 
crease ?>!:!,000 this year, as it had done last 
year. 


Aid. Sliot'inaki'i- wanted to hear from tlie 


city attorney as to what the council could do. 


Several aldermen remarked the attorney 


was a member of the committee and il had 
reported. 


The attorney arose and began by saying 


that he had continued his studies ol Hie 
subject further. Then he g.we again the 
distinction between special assessments and 
special taxation and cited decisions of the 
courts. He gave an extended descpription 
of the two different systems, with iiumer- 
examples. He evidently leaned towaidthe 
special assessment plan. 


Aid Finn moved the, adoption of his reso-
